The records of the present Congress 


shows that the Administration and the 
Republicans differ only on tariff sched- 
ules. They agreed on the repeal of the 
Bullion Purchase Act. The President 
onvened Congress in special session 
to repeal it, and the Republicans, under 
the leadership of Sherman and Reed, 
vied with the Administration Demo- 
crats in the Senate and House in their 
baste to obey the mandate. The Pres- 
ident vetoes the Bland Seigniorage 
bill, which would increase the money 
in circulation $55,000,000, and the Re- 
publican* again showed their appreci- 
ation of tha financial policy of the Ad- 
ministration by voting to sustain the 
veto. 


The Administration and the Repub- 


licans pretend to differ on tariff sched- 
ules. It is necessary, of course, to 
kjep the people divided on party 
names, which uave lost their signifi- 
cance, and tariff schedules answer this 
purpose admirably 
In this schedule 


contest the faction., of the Wall street 
combination style each other "tariff 
robbers" and "free traders" and en- 
deavor to make the people believe that 
upon the result of the contest depends 
the prosperity of the country. 
To 


show the absurdity of such assertions 
it is only necessary to refer to the fol- 
lowing figures, compiled by experts, 
which show the average per cent, dif- 
ference in the schedules of the bill now 
before the Senate and the McKinley 
law now in force.

These per centages, com- 
piled by experts under resolution of 
the Senate, show that the difference 
between the schedules of the so-called 
tariff robbers and froe traders is less 
than 13 per cent oil the value of im- 
ported articles. 
The tariff on agri- 


cultural products and provisions is 
imposed for the purpose of pulling the 
wool over the farmer's eye* and deceiv- 
ing him with the idea that a tariff of 
25 cents per bushel on wheat increases 
the tmrket price of the article that 
amount. Everybody knows that the 
price of wheat in the United States de- 
pends upon the Liverpool market and 
that the value of agricultural products, 
such as wheat, corn, pork, lard and 
beef, comprise over 80 per cent, of all 
exports. These articles, the product 
of the farm, keeps the balance of power 
in favor of the United States, and the 
tariff does not affect their prices any 
more than it would if imposed on air 
and water.

SILVKK LKAOUK KKSOM'TIONS. 


A meeting of the Bi-metfillio League 


was held in Washington tma week. It 
was composed of men who believe in 
free coinage, but the reports do not 
•how that it received a word of en- 
couragement from Sherman, Lodge, 
Gorman & Co., who masqueraded as 
silver men when the London confer- 
ence was in session. The League re- 
solved that it is unalterably opposed to 
the further issue of interest-bearing 
bonds ; that before casting their votes 
for Congressmen the members of the 
League will require assurances of the 
adherence to the free coinage of silver 
and gold at 16 to 1 and a pledge that if 
a bill for such free coinage is passed 
and vetoed by the President they will 
vote to pass the bill over the seto ; and 
if the election of President is thrown 
into the House, they will vote only for 
the Free Coinage candidate ; the cur- 
rency should be increased to $50 per 
capita ; that it Is the duty of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to coin the 
bullion now In the Treasury, and to 
pay interest on the public debt in 
silver and issue $450,000,000 of non-in- 
terest bearing notes. 


The League arrainged Congress for 


legislation which is burdening the peo- 
ple aud benefiting the creditor class at 
the expense of the producing class. 


WHAT NEXT? 


A Boy Snoots Himself 'While Hunting;. 


Yesterday morning Ridley White, 


aged 10 years, accidentally shot and 
killed himself while out hunting near 
Sutro yesterday morning. The Virginia 
Chronicle says young White and Willie 
McQnarrie, a boy of 14, both residents 
of Virginia City went to Sutro on a 
hunting expedition. McQuarrie shot 
an owl and White asked him to throw 
it across the slough. White stood on 
the bank of the slough with the butt of 
bis gun on the ground and the muzzle 
against his body a little above the left 
groin. When the bird was thrown to 
him he stretched his arms out, dis- 
charging the gun by the movement. 
The charge entered the abdomen above 
the left groin, and the boy rolled into 
the slough mortally wounded. He died 
about a half-hour later. 


After the accident McQuarrie sum- 


moned aid and White was taken to a 
house in Sutro. He was dead when 
Dr. Harris arrived. The charge of shot 
was No. 10 and it tore a large hole in 
his body. It entered just above the 
groin at an acute angle and ranging 
upward, probably injured all the in- 
ternal organs of the body. When he 
fell blood flowed from his moutL» 
showing that the lungs had probably 
been hurt. 


Dr. McDonald, who took Mrs. White 


to butro, met young McQnarrie coming 
to Virginia while on the road. The 
doctor said: " Willie, is Ridley dead ? " 


The little fellow jumped off his horse, 


and going to the carriage said: "Mrs. 
White, Ridley told me to kiss you good 
bye," 
and he kissed the poor lady. 


Dr. McDonald said the scene wafe 


one of the most pathetic be ever saw. 
The grief of the hear-broken mother 
was very affecting.

WEATHER BULLETIN. 


The Temperature of Jane Will be Near 


tbe General Average.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo.,May 26.—My last bul- 


letin gave forecasts of the storm wave 
to cross the continent from the 27th to 
the 31st, and the next will reach the 
Pacific Coast about the 31st, cross the 
Western Mountains by the close of 
June 1st,, the Central valleys from 
June 2d to 4th, and the Eastern States 
about the 5th. 


Very warm weather will precede this 


disturbance, and the storm center will 
increase in force in and east of the 
Great Central valleys from June 2d to 
5th. 


The second disturbance of June will 


reach the Pacific Coast about the 6th, 
cross the Western mountains by the 
close of the 7th, the Great Central 
valleys from the 8th to the 10th, and 
tha Eastern States about the llth. It 
will attain its greatest force east of the 
Mississippi about the 10th. 


Warm waves will cross the Western 


mountains about May 31st and June 
6tb, 
the Great Central valleys about 


June 6th and 8th, and the Eastern 
States about the 4th and 10th. Cool 
waves will cross the Western mount- 
ains about June 3d and 9th, the Great 
Central valleys nboui the 6th and llth, 
and the Easf era States about the 7th 
and 13th. 


The temperature of June will be 


near the general average, the first half 
of the month warmest. Rainfall will 
be above the 
average, except im- 


mediately east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains.

in order to keep up or increase the 
membership. He touched on the utility 
of the uniform branch of the order, 
considering it a valuable adjunct and 
worthy of tho support of the member- 
ship. That at the coming encampment 
at Washington, D. C., it was an almost 
assured fact that one of the greatest 
semi-military pageants ever witnessed 
in the country would be reviewed by 
the President and his entire cabinet, 
they having expressed their readiness 
to be present. Over 20,000 uniformed 
Knights will ba encamped at the Na- 
tional Capital. The endowment feature 
of the Knights of Pythias was fully ex- 
plained by the Supreme Chancellor. 
Ho illustrated the advantages of the

American was purely an American ant 
he needed no foreign prefix to ap 
pologize for it. 


W. 
W. Blackwell is purely an 


American and expresses himself from 
an American standpoint. The Gran 
Lodge, at the conclusion of the Su 
preme Chancellor's address, arose in 
body and gave three rousing cheer 
and a tiger and tendered him a perfec 
ovation. He spoke for nearly three 
hours and was accorded the closest at- 
tention, not a bingle member leaving 
the hall during the address.

rpHE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSION- 
J- 
crs, of Wiihhoo County, Stute of Nevada, 
do ordain as follows; 


SECTION 1. It shall bo unlawful for any 
owner, or agent of any owner, or any other 
person, to loan or rent to any person what- 
ever any room or house to bo kept or us«d 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep a 
house of ill-fume or resort for prostitution 
anywhere within tho corporation limits of 
the town of Reno, Nuvada, except In that 
portion of said town east and south of tho 
flro limits, in Block Y, as now established, 
and tho lands sontli of l?irt>t Street, north of 
the Truckee river, and east of tho lire limits 
as now established. 


SEC. 2. Any person violating Section one 
of this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
nuisance, and upon conviction thereof shall 
bo lined in any sum not greater than Ihe 
hundred dollars or bo imprisoned in the 
county jail of Wushoe count) for not exceed- 
ing six months, or by both such fine and im-
